Claims 1-10 relate to the uses of Salvia miltiorrhiza,extracts or compositions thereof in preparation of medicines for "antiaspirin 
disease".

23).According to the description in the context of the invention, Antiaspirin disease'' means a kind of disease which is different 
from nonnal angiocardiopathy and cerebrovascular disease.So Claunsl-lO can be considered to be novel(Article 33(2) PCT). 

The technical solutions of claims 1-10 are unobvious as they are compared with the prior artTherefore Claim 1-10 can be 
considered to fulfil an inventive step(Article 33(3) PCT).

Claim 3 further defines claim 1 □ According to the statement of appUcants,"antiaspirin disease" is different from normal 
angiocardiopathy and cerebrovascular disease in claim LHowever,«antiaspirin disease" is defined as coronary heart disease and 
angina in claim 3. Both coronary heart disease and angina are normal angiocardiopathies, So,Claim 3 is inconsistent with tfie claun 
cited and is not clarity{Article 6 PCX).
